One of Mr. Lloyd George s safeguards— 
it may be his only safeguard—for the 
Unionists of the three southern provinces 
has come to our knowledge. Mr. Red- 
mond has told his party that during the 
“ war emergency period’’ with which the 
scheme deals the Irish members are to 
remain at Westminster in their full 
numbers, The existing members for 
the twenty-six included counties will 
also constitute the Home Rule Parlia- 
ment in Dublin. In these- circumstances 
the wealth and industry of some hundreds 
of thousands of Unionists*in twenty-six 
Irish counties would be represented in the 
Irish Parliament by only two members— 
the members for the University of Dublin. 
Mr. Lloyd George recognises that this 
would be an outrageous state of affairs. 
He proposes, therefore. that, in addition 
to the existing elected members, thirty 
representatives of the Unionists of the 
twenty-six counties shall sit, by nomina- 
tion, in the Irish House of Commons. 
We do not complain that Mr. Lloyd 
George's scheme postulates a Unionist 
minority. We protest, however, with 
all our might against a scheme which 
proposes to put the small Unionist repre- 
sentation under a fatal stigma of in- 
feriority. The Government cannot nomi- 
nate members to the Imperial House of 
Commons. It is obvious, therefore, that 
the thirty nontinated Unionists would sit 
only in the Dublin Parliament, while the 
eighty Nationalist members of that Parlia- 
ment would sit also at Westminster. The 
worst part of the scheme is not the fact 
that Nationalist Ireland, including the 
Nationalist minority in Ulster, would have 
eighty tatives at Westminster, 
while the Unionists of twenty-six counties 
would have only two representatives at 
The worst feature of the 


humiliating to the point of degrada- 
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they must accept anything which he . 
to give them, and that their protests will 
be negligible because they will be unable 
to command votes on either side of the 
Channel. This attitude—in Mr. Lloyd 
George—is quite intelligible. He was 
never a champion of Irish Unionism. Pro- 
bably he agrees with Mr. Birrell that 
minorities must suffer. He is trying to 
settle the Irish question in a hurry, and 
the only Irish people who count in his 
present scheme are those who are strong 
enough to obstruct it if their interests do 
not receive full consideration. We are 
not surprised that Mr. Lloyd George has 
adopted this rough-and-ready policy; but 
the time has come when we must inquire 
into the attitude and intentions of the 
Unionist members of the Cabinet. Mr. 
Redmond told his party more than a 
week ago that the scheme is put 
forward under the egis of the whole 
Cabinet, and no attempt has been made 
to contradict this statement. He said 
that Mr. Lloyd George had been asked 
‘unanimously by all his colleagues ” in 
the Coalition Government to undertake a 
settlement of the Irish question “on a 
basis of agreement.” The outlines of the 
proposed settlement are now before the 
country; the details, as we have com- 
plained repeatedly, are being veiled und - 
a deliberate obscurity. The Unionists «. 
the twenty-six counties know only that 
they are 'to be a minority under a Home 
Rule Parliament in Dublin. We have 
just lifted the veil from one of the safe- 
guards which Mr. Lloyd George offers to 
them—or, rather, imposes on them. We 
are confident that there will be unanimous 
agreement among them that, as a safe- 
guard, it is both in form and character 
wholly unsatisfactory. We do not know 
if the scheme includes other safeguards. 
Even if it does include such safeguards, 
they, too, may be wholly unsatisfactory. 
Mr. Redmond s statement invites us to be 
lieve that the Unionist members of the 
Cabinet are fully cognisant of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s scheme both in outline and in 
detail; that they approve of his provision, 
or lack of provision, of safeguards for the 
Unionist minority ; that they approve also 
of the policy of silence by which the 
minority is to be kept unaware of its fate 
until that fate is sealed. 

If Mr. Redmond s statement represents 
the facts, there is no more to be said. The 
Unionists of the southern provinces will 
accept the inevitable with a feeling that 
the whole world of their political convic- 
tions, sentiments, and loyalties has fallen 
away beneath their feet. We prefer to 
hope, however, that there is another ex- 
planation. It is, of course, certain that 
the Cabinet, including its Unionist mem- 
bers, asked Mr. Lloyd George to under- 
take the task of settlement. Is it as cer- 
tain that all the members of the Cabinet 
are fully acquainted with his proposals? 
Is it not possible that Mr. Lloyd George 
may have travelled far beyond the brief 
which was put in his hands? Southern 
Unionists are being kent in the dark 
about: his intentions. Is it wholly 
impossible that their ignorance is 
shared at this very moment by the 
Unionist members ‘of the Cabinet? We 
find it most difficult to believe that the 
proposal for discriminating against the 
Unionist nominees in an Irish Parliament 
has the approval of the Marquis of Lans- 
downe, Mr. Bonar Law, and Mr. Walter 
Long. We cannot believe that these 
Mimisters are aware of the present anxiety 
and alarm of a minority with whose in- 
terests they have identified themselves so 
closely in the past. In any case, it is 
quite clear that, with or without. their 
knowledge, an essential term of the condi- 
tions of settlement has been violated. Mr. 
Redmond has stated that the Cabinet 
asked Mr. Lloyd George to settle the Irish 
question “on a basis of agreement.” There 
can be no basis of agreement which 
ignores the wishes and interests of any 
party or section of the Irish people. 
It would be ridiculous to suggest 
that Mr. Lloyd George is negotiating with 
the Unionists of the twenty-six counties 
on a basis of agreement. Agreement im- 
plies freedom of contract. There is no 
freedom of contract in this case. The 
southern Unionists are to be 
pelled to take whatever Mr. Lloyd George 
may choose to offer them; at this late 
stage of the negotiations they do not even 
know what he proposes to offer them. We 
suggest that the Unionist members of the 
Cabinet should make their position per- 
fectly clear as soon as possible after the 
re-opening of Parliament. Southern 
Unionists are entitled to know whether 
Mr. Walter Long and Mr. Bonar Law have 
been taken into Mr. Lloyd George’s con- 
fidence throughout these negotiations, and 
whether, in the absence of any “ basis of 
agreement,’ they are prepared to accept 
full responsibility for the results. 


Czernowitz. 


Czernowitz is now definitely in Russian 
hands. The material value of the town is 
not great. From a military point of view 
it is no stronghold, and it is not likely 
that the Austrians thought of holding it 
against siege. As a railway point it is of 
less importance than some other objec- 
tives of the present fighting. Neverthe 
less, its capture is a great stroke on our 
Ally’s part. The enemy knew that the 
Russian command attached importance to 
an advance in that region, for it was there 
that a sort of preliminary offensive move 
ment was made a few months ago—as soon, 
in fact, as the passing of winter at that 
extreme southern end of the eastern front 
made campaigning possible. In that 
preliminary offensive much useful work 
was accomplished, and the capture of 
Czernowitz seemed imminent when the 
halt was called. Our Ally’s plans were 
not then ripe. The prize has been secured 
at a smaller cost now than would have 
been incurred then. In the course of the 
more general offensive which we have 
witnessed during the past fortnight the 
Russians have thrown back the Austrian 
line to the north, and, passing through 
Sniatyn, have taken possession of a con- 
siderable length of one of the railway 
lines along which enemy reinforcements 
might have been moved. By driving a 
sharp wedge into the enemy s line near 
Sniatyn they have threatened the eohe- 
sion of the Austrian Army in the Buko 
wina with the maim forces in Galicia.

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Harvest Prospects. 
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Not for many years has the Irish farmer 


tural year as he has now. For the pro- 
duce of the country’s chief industry 
market values far exceed the highest scale 
which, two years ago, he would have 
thought likely to be reached within his 
generation. His cattle are in such de 
mand that there seems to be hardly any 
limit to the price which he may obtain 
for them in a short market. His cereals 
seemed for a time to be likely to fetch 
prices that sounded fabulous to men who 
would have been only too glad at one 
time to be guaranteed a minimum of forty- 
five shillings a quarter. Quotations are 
lower mow than they were a few months 
ago; but they still promise him a good 
return for his labour and his enterprise 
in putting down corn in land which he 
had never thought of cultivating before. 
His root crops have gained in value to 
him as other feeding for his animals 
became dearer. His hay crop—though he 
has had his grumble at the ways of mili- 
tary supply officers in respect of it—has 
had, at all events, a sure market. Sun, 
wind, and rain, in these circumstances, 
mean several good pounds one way or the 
other in the bank account to any man 
who has even a patch of agricultural 
land. The report issued by the Depart- 
merit of Agriculture on the state of the 
crops in Ireland at the beginning of June 
is not so cheerful a document as the 
farmers could wish. Crops of every kind 
are late. Farm. work was delayed at 
every stage, and, as the labour supply 
was a matter of anxiety in some districts, 
the effect of the delay was particularly 
unfortunate Though late, however, 
crops have not been spoiled, and a sunny 
season now should bring them on well. 
The first few days of June were not en- 
couraging, but there were some good days 
last week, and we are not beyond hope 
of many more in the course of the 
summer. Any amount of heat will be 
welcome. More rain is not wanted—not, 
at all events, yet; for the winter and 
spring were so wet that some observers 
are talking of them as the worst for 
twenty years. The next few weeks will 
be critical for the farm.

ENEMY REPORTS, 
AUSTRIANS ANNOUNCE FALL OF 
CZERNOVITZ, 

Sunday's Vienna communiqué :— 

Yesterday the garrison of the Czernovitz 
bridgehead had to be withdrawn before the 
concentrated artillery fire of a superior enemy. 
Daring the night the. enemy forced the pas- 
sage of the Prath at several points and entered 
Czernovitz. Our troops evacuated the town. 

In Eastern Galicia the situation is un- 
changed.

PETROGRAD, Saturpay. 
According to the Russky Invalid, the 
region of Czernovitz is the scene of the most 
furious fighting. The town has been almost 
demolished, but the enemy is still clinging to 
the suburbs.

DUBLIN MAN AMONGST THE 
DEAD. 


Panic on the part of the inmates caused a 
heavier casualty list than would otherwise 
have been the case during a serious hotel fire 
at, Liverpool yesterday morning. Three per- 
sons died from injuries received in jumping 
from the windows, and 11 are in hospital. 
The fire occurred at the Imperial Hotel, a 
select hotel in Lime street, facing the en- 
trance to the North-Western Station. The 
alarm was given at 2.20. The people oceupy- 
ing the bedrooms numbered 32, composed of 
12 guests and the indoor staff of 20.

The outbreak originated in the lift shaft on 
the fifth floor, and travelled downwards, en- 
veloping several bedrooms at the rear of the 
building on the three upper floors. When the 
Fire Brigade and Salvage Corps arrived on 
the scene ‘the flames were burning furiously. 
Owing to several of the bedrooms being cut 
off the work of rescuing the inmates was at- 
tended with some difficulty, and Mr. M‘Clive 
and two servants jumped from the windows 
before the fire escapes could be run up. It 
is thought that they imagined themselves en- 
tirely beyond relief, and grasped what they 
believed to be the only way of escape from 
the flames. 

Some of the female inmates were rescued 
under distressing circumstances, but the hotel 
was cleared of its occupants, and the fire was 
got safely under control in a little over an 
hour. he hotel manager, Mr. Seager, 
rescued two children. Immediately he was 
informed of the ontbreak Mr. Titt endea- 
voured to rescue Miss Maclennan by calling 
her as eocn as the alarm was raised, and 
afterwards lowering her from a window with 
a rope made of sheets. The lady, unfortu- 
nately lost’ her hold before she reached the 
ground, and fell through.a glass roof. Mr. 
Titt also tried to get down by a rope, which 
broke before he reached safety. 
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DISTURBANCE IN DUBLIN. 
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PROCESSION DISPERSED IN 
WESTMORELAND STREET. 

A disturbance occurred at about 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon in Westmoreland street, 
Dublin, when a procession, numbering 400 
persons, accompanied by a crowd of about 
2,000, came into conflict with the police. It 
appears that a Requiem Mass was celebrated 
earlier in the day at the Franciscan Charch, 
Merchants’ quay, for the soul of Thomas 
Clarke, one of the rebel leaders who were exe- 
cuted. There was also Mass at St. Mary of 
Angels, Church street, for the soul of Edward 
Kent, executed on the 8th May. After the 
religious services a procession was formed in 
the street, a number of flags with a white 
centre and orange and green quarters—the 
colours of the revolutionists—being borne in 
the ranks, as well as other flags of green with 
a gold harp in the centre. The processionists 
marched through Christchurch place, Lord 
Edward street, Dame street, and College Green 
into Westmoreland street. As they marched 
along they cheered for an Irish Republic and 
sang such songs as ' Who Fears to Speak of 
Kaster Week’’ and other verses ular with 
the Irish Volunteers. Passing Du lin Castle 
the crowd and the processionists loudly 
hissed the sentries on duty at the entrances, 
and also indulged in hostile demonstrations 
towards the military and police met along the 
route. At Westmoreland street a large y 
of police, under Inspector Freeman, intervened 
and proceeded to seize the flags and disperse 
the processionists with drawn batons. A 
struggle ensued, in the course of which three 
policemen—Constables 37 B, 93 B, and 97 B— 
sustained cuts and injuries of a minor cha- 
racter. Eventually the procession was broken up 
and anumber of the flags seized by the police. 
Seven of the processionists—four men and 
three women—were arrested and conveyed to 
Great Brunswick street Police Station. No 
civilians sustained any injuries of a serious 
character during the disturbance. After 
dispersal of the procession in Westmoreland 
street the crowd went up Sackville street, 
and, halting in front of the ruins of the 
General Post ce, they cheered for some 
time. They then marched in the direction 
of Bolton street, where they dispersed. Some 
of the prisoners were released on bail from 
Brunswick street Station in the course of the 
night to appear at the Southern Police Court 
this morning, when all the accused will be 
charged.

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THE: VERY REV. JOHN JOSEPH 
i ROBINSON, D.D. 

News has been received from Winnipeg of 
the death írom heart failure on Wednesday 
last of Dr. J. J. Robinson, Warden of St. 
John’s Theological College ín that city and 
foraierly-Dean of Belfast. Born in i, the 

dest son of Mr. John Robinson, proprietor 
of the Daily Express, he was educated at St. 
Columba’s College, and at Blackheath, near 
London, and entered Trinity College, Dublin, 
later, taking in his B.A. 
with First Senior Moderatorship and large 

old medal in history and political eeonomy. 
fo other branches of college life 
equally successful, for he captained the Rugby 
football XV., rowed in the College eight, and 
was President of the University Philosophical 
Society. Having passed through the Divinity 
School, he was ordained in 1875 for a Curacy 
in Lenten. There he met asa Bop gp 
Henrietta Harriet, youngest 
well-known London banker, Sir John Lubbock, 
Bart., and sister of the more famous Sir John 
Labbock, who was af created first 
Baron Avebury. Returning to Dublin in 1879, 
he became Curate of St. Matthias’s Church, 
and proceeded to his M.A. degree in the 
University of Dublin, In 1886 was ap- 
pointed r of Nun’s Cross, Co. Wicklow, 
and three years later of Delgany, in the same 
county. He subsequently e Rector of 
Dundrum, Co. Dublin, and while there was 
inted by the Archbishop of Dublin to a 
anonry in Christ Church Cathedral. This 
Canonry he had to vacate on going to Water- 
ford to take charge of the Cathedral parish, 
but was appointed immediately to a Canonry 
in Waterford Cathedral. Two years later he 
was appointed Dean of Belfast, where the new 
Cathedral of St. Anne’s was in process of con- 
struction. It was largely owing to his efforts 
that sufficient funds were raised to complete 
the nave, which was consecrated during his 
tenure of the Deanery. .While in Belfast. he 
acted as Dean of Residence to Queen’s Uni- 
versity, and took a keen interest in the 
spiritual welfare of the Church of Ireland 
undergraduates. The claims of the Church in 
the Empire, and especially in Canada, made 
so strong an appeal to his active and en- 
thusiastic temperament that he resigned his 
Deanery, and he and his wife went out to 
Edmonton, Alberta, where two of their sons 
were settled. There he was appointed to a 
parish on the outskirts of the rapidly growing 
city, and later to a more important one nearer 
its centre. The Archbishop of Rupertsland 
asked him to come to Winnipeg and take up 
the Wardenship of St. John’s College, the 
Theological College of Winnipeg University, 
which trains men to work as clergy in the 
Canadian Middle West. During the last two 
vears the work of the College was greatly 
hindered by the war, for all but five of its 
students are now serving in Canadian regi- 
ments, while one of its leading professors was 
drowned in the sinking of the Lusitania. A 
few years ago the University of Winnipeg 
showed its appreciation of his work by con- 
ferring on him the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. Last year Dr. Robinson re-visited 
Í Ireland for the last time. Soon after 
his return to Canada his health began to give 
| way under the strain of his work. A short holi- 
| day at ‘boronto at the beginning of this month 
seemed to do him good, but almost imme- 
diately after his return to Winnipeg he 
died at the age of sixty-five. He 
leaves four sons, of whom three are at 
present serving in His Majesty's Forces, while 
the eldest is Succentor of St. Patrick s 
Cathelral, Dublin; and two daughters. 
Though well known in many branches of the 
| Church is work, it is as a parish clergyman 
that he will be remembered in Ireland. Of 
| abundant activity and deep powers of sym- 
pathy, he formed lasting friendships with all 
his parishioners, whether in city or country. 


The death took place at Leicester on 
Saturday morning with painful suddenness of 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Mosse.

THE CHOPS IN IRELAND. 
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DEPARTMENT’S FIRST REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR. 


The Department of Agriculture have made 
a report on the conditions of the crops in Ire- 
land, under date June Ist. It says :—Not- 
withstanding the desire of many farmers to 
increase the rop” area under winter 
wheat, and of those who had not previously 
grown the crop to take it up this season on a 
small scale, the heavy rains during November 
put great difficulty in the way of sowing. In 
some counties sowing was not found possible 
after the end of October. The winter months 
were marked by continuous rains, and while 
there was an absence of any lasting periods of 
snow and frost, the crop was much checked by 
the soaked state of the szil. 

i CEREAL CROPS. 

s of winter wheat, especially where sown in 
Cc , look well and healthy, but are backward 
© ' to the extremely wet winter; in low-lying 
situations there are many indifferent fields, and 
many fields are very thin and patchy. Spring wheat 
is only medium, having been sown so late. In some 
cases fields sown during January or February failed 
entrely, and had to be ploughed wp. The sowing of 
the oat crop was not completed in some counties 
at the end of the third week in May, thowch the 
bulk of the crop was put in about the third week 
of April. Brairds look vigorous and healthy; fields 
after lea or stubble are stated to be hardly so pro- 
mising as those after green crop. 


There are com- 
plaints of wire-worm attack from some counties, 
and also of preshangh. Growers in some districts 
found it diffienit to get seed, which reached as much 
as 22s. to 238, per barrel. The barley crop looks 
well, and is slichtiv more forward than oats: home- 
grown seed fetched as much as 35s. per barre! 
during the sowing seasor 
POTATOES. 
__ The potato crop, on the whole, was planted very 
iate—from three to six weeks; the bulk of the work 
was done during May. There are complaints from 
some districts of the sprouts coming anusually weak, 
and on low-lying fields the seed is stated to have 
failed altogether. Jt is likely that the system of 
boxing seed is getting wider attention from growers. 
On dry soils the crop is coming over ground 
rapidly; on moory lands a succession of light night 
frosts during May did some injury to the foliaze of 
fields which were then over ground. 
ROOT CROPS. 

Mangels are just coming over ground in the 
earlier counties, and brairds are described as healthy 
and strong; in late districts many fields are yet to 
be sown. Preparatory cultivation of land for tur- 
nips was much delayed by the rains of May. In 
the Southern area a fair proportion of the crop 
has now been sown; in gweneral over the rest. of the 
country very few fields have yet been finished. 

FLAX, 

Seeding of the flax crop was much protr 
and brairds on fields which were early owe — 
through very slowly. The seeding period lasted 
from the first week in April antil near the close of 
May. Brairds on dry warm are stated to be 
looking well. The crop, on the whole, is very 
backward, and badly reqnires heat to induce 
y acne growth. The frosts of May are blamed for 
ou injury to some fields. and there are also com- 
plaints of the crop being affected by the flax deetle 
There is a @eneral agreement that the area under 
flax this year will show a considerable increase.

LORD KITCHENER: A TRIBUTE. 
Letter from Sir Frederick Milner, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—From many notices I have read of the 
late Earl Kitchener I think that — may 
be likely to inier that, with all his great 
qualities, he was somewhat lacking in good- 
ness of heart. who knew him at all 
intimately would tell you he had a heart of 
gold. True, to those who knew him only 
slightly he appeared stern and somewhat cold, 
but this was far from being his real nature. 
He was reserved, and many may be surprised 
to know that he was by nature shy, but 
behind all there beat a heart as warm and 
generous as ever man possessed. This is borne 
out by the fact that those who knew him well 
regarded him with a devoted affection. Of all 
my many men friends I know of none from 
w I received rhore rege and kindness, 
especially in regard to the infirmity which 
has done so much to wreck my life. He was 
always doing little things to show his sym- 
pathy with me. On one occasion when I was 
going to Egypt to join the Duke of Fife, one 
of the kindest of my friends, the Duke died 
suddenly while I was on the sea. Lord 
Kitchener asked the Consul at Port Said to 
meet me, and give me a letter from him 
breaking the sad news, and I shall never for- 
get his thoughtful kindness when 1 reached 
his house. In connection with this, I am per- 
mitted to relate an incident which will show 
him as possessed of almost a woman's tender- 
ness. When the Duke of Fife’s body arrived 
in Cairo, a few days in advance of the Prin- 
cess, who was travelling by slow stages, it 
was placed in the Guards’ Chapel awaiting her 
arrival. Every morning Lord Kitchener sent 
from his garden fresh flowers to put on the 
coffin. How many men would have thought 
of a tribute as tender as this? It was only 
one of many kindly, thoughtful actions of his 
that came to my notice. The Rector of the 
English Church at Cairo told me he could 
never sufficiently appreciate the help and 
kindness he received from Lord Kitchener 
during his residence there. Those who reall 
knew him would have gone through fire po 
water for him, and [ know that many a one 
besides myself would joyfully have laid down 
his life to save one so precions to the Empire. 
His remarkable services to his count ave 
been fittingly recorded, and he will “Tve in 
history amongst the greatest of Great Britain's 
sons; bat it is well, I think, that the world 
should know that this straight, true, stern 
man had a heart as tender as his will was 
strong.—Yours, etc.,

THEOBALD WOLFE TONE.

THE O’BEIRNE FAMILY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—It may not be without interest to 
recall, in connection with the recent tragic 
fate of H.M.S. Hampshire, that in the year 
1776 another member of the O’Beirne family 
accompanied Lord Howe, as his secretary, on 
his mission to Canada. This was Thomas 
Lewis O’Beirne, and he afterwards acted as 
secretary to the Duke of Portland, Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland in 1782. 

Later on Dr. O’Beirne was elected to the 
See of Meath, and married a daughter of 
General Stuart, son of the seventh Earl of 
Moray. He was educated in Paris and Cam- 
bridge, and, when at the latter University, 
he joined the Church of England. It was 
his bather, the Rev. Denis O’Beirne, who 
married George IV. to Mrs. FitzHerbert in 
France.

entred in Christ. But St. Paul did not wy

According to the worldly see 
vat was ours over which we possessed leg 
ights. But there was another sense in whic 
we might be said to possess a thing 
artist who transferred his impression of the 
beauties of a landscape to his canvas ws 
more truly the possessor of those beauties thy 
he who walked past undulating pastures, ud 
said ‘‘I bought them.”’

EDUCATION AND THE 
STATE, 


- 
— 


The Archbishop oí Dublin preached at St. 
Matthew's Church, Irishtown, last evening, 
and made an appeal for support of St. 
Matthew’s Church Schools. Religious educa- 
tion, said the preacher, was fundamentally 
important. Broadly speaking, in Ireland the 
State paid for the secular education of chil- 
dren of the poor. In [Ireland there was no 
school rate, as in England, and one some- 
times wondered what woald be the fate of 
school teachers if that system passed away, 
and there was no Imperial purse to draw 
upon for teachers’ salaries and teachers’ pen- 
sions. The system was supposed to bring 
together children professing vatious forms of 
Christianity: in practice it was largely de- 
nominational. Some two hundred children, 
representing all Protestant denominations in 
the neighbourhood, attended St. Matthew's 
Schools, a most important parochial organisa- 
tion. The schools needed some help beside 
what the State gave, and some £70 was re- 
quired over and above what the State pro- 
vided year by year, and that amount must 
be secured if the children were to be taught 
well. Then there was the religious side. 
One of the gréat advantages of the national 
system was that religious education could 
be given without any whittling away of prin- 
ciple or subtraction from the full Christian 
faith or addition- to it. The conscience 
clause protected every child who went to 
school, and no child need receive religious 
instruction if it was not wished. The State 
allowed no reduction of Christianity, but the 
full teaching of the Church. To guard that 
for the children who were to take our places 
in the years to come was a great matter, the 
greatest of all concerns for Christian fathers 
and mothers. The fulness of the Christian 
faith was found in the doctrine of the Holy 
Trinity, without which one could not hold 
fast the message of Christmas, Good Friday, 
and Easter. Christianity was not the mere 
dictate of common-sense: it was a matter of 
revelation, and to teach it stage by stage stage me 
bit by bit was to “build up t 
Christ.” What was called dogmatic a 
was essential if religion was not to eva a 
in mere sentiment or pious emotion. It was 
well to be brought once a year face to face 
—_ the majesty and awe of the Christian 
faith.
